Their research

pionage. It comes from the pub- 
lished reports and speeches, all of 
which carefully are studied. This, 
indeed, may have been the mo- 
tivating factor behind a recent 
announcement from Moscow that 
censorship soon would be ended. 
“Censorship in a modern society 
is impossible,”’ said the press sec- 
tion chief, undoubtedly echoing a 
higher authority. The Soviets, 
and other nations, of course, 
study our own press, giving spe- 
cial attention to our 
and trade publications. 


The first protests began to ap- 
pear in 1959. During the visit of 
Vice President Nixon in the sum- 
mer of that year, there were edi- 
torials in Pravda and Isvestia 
denouncing those who did not 
have the proper appreciation of 
the tremendous sacrifices which 
had been made to create the 
revolution and advance the 
U.S.S.R. 


There since have been fre- 
quent denunciations of inefficient, 
corrupt and lazy officials in in- 
dustry and, more particularly, in 
agriculture. 


Breakdown 


On March 1 of this year Soviet 
newspapers published a speech 
made by Mr. Khrushchev on 
Feb. 23. It revealed Central Com- 
mittee members as seriously con- 
cerned about a breakdown in the 
integrity of those who are in 
charge of much of Soviet produc- 
tion. The angry Premier detailed 
stories of corruption and “moral 
disintegration.” 


“Officials who do not go for- 
ward,”” he said, will be replaced 
by “‘new, honest, cultured person- 
nel . . . I advise provincial and 
district secretaries of the party: 
Do not wait until we send inspec- 
tors to verify . . . There will be 
serious consequences . . . Com- 
munism is not production for 
production’s sake .. . it is to ob- 
tain good clothing, good shoes, a 
nice apartment . .. and for our 
girls not only one kerchief (scarf), 
but two or three of different and 
beautiful design. .. .”” 


Studies of the Economic Gazette 
reveal that on February 26 it de- 
clared the government must hand 
over to the judge those wno had 
falsified records and criminally 
deceived the state. There was, 
said the article, disturbing evi- 
dence of “severe violation of party 
directives and Soviet laws .. . 
they are criminals and must be 
given corrective prison sentences 
. , « Although in industry, con- 
struction and transportation, dis- 
cipline is better than in agricul- 
ture . . . they, too, have their 
swindlers and deceivers. « 


Coincidence 


There runs a demand for a re- 
turn to truthfulness and integrity. 
That this evidence of a lack of 
those qualities should coincide 
with the jail sentences of some 
of the top industrial leaders in 
the United States, and our own 
problems of “‘payola,’” would in- 
dicate that an industrial society, 
anywhere, has trouble with the 
conflict between morality and 
competitive efforts. There is tre- 
mendous competition in the Soviet 
in that in all forms of production, 
various units, officially and pub- 
licly, are committed against one 
another in output results. 


What this Soviet outburst 
amounts to is a caustic criticism 
of the Communist party by those 
who now direct it. It also is 
shrewd politics. Mr. Khrushchev 
is not unlike one of our own 
promising politicians. He did not 
go so far as the Hoover campaign 
promise of two chickens in each 
pot. He does pledge the girls 
more pretty scarves and the peo- 
ple better clothing, shoes, and 
housing. This was an indirect ad- 
mission the party has not pro- 
vided these things. It is sound 
politics in that it will arouse the 
people to support a purge of party 
officials and an effort at party 
reform. 


It also explains why Mr. K. 
seems now willing to have dis- 
cussions with the Kennedy admin- 
‘istration at the ambassador and 
foreign minister level rather than 
lat the summit. He must, for a 
while, busy himself with mend- 
‘ing his own fences.

Thurston Brown Gets 
A Year in Tax Case 


E. Thurston Brown got a one-year sentence Monday for failing 


to pay income taxes. 


Brown appeared before U.S. District Judge 


Boyd Sloan Monday morning and entered a no-contest plea. 


Judge Sloan fixed Brown’s sen- 
tence at a year and a day, to be- 
gin in 30 days so that Brown can 
“straighten up his business af- 
firs.”” Brown will be eligible for 
parole consideration after he 
serves four months of his sen- 
tence. 

Brown was indicted in January 
on charges of evading payment of 
$26,569 in income taxes for 1958. 


The government said his taxable 
income for that year was $60,208. 


Judge Sloan described Brown as 
a “‘gobetween for (former) state 
officials and manufacturers,”’ ad- 
ding, ‘‘Most of them are free and 
walking the streets.”’ 


“It looks like a miscarriage of 
justice to send him to prison,”

The communique said the terror- 
tsts were partially successful, but 
“only in the early moments of 
the attacks when their actions 
profited by surprise tactics.” 

Tt praised the action of the 
loyal Africans who “stood coura- 
geously in defense of the white 
men.” 


In Luanda, according to a press 
report, a strict curfew was im- 
posed on the African quarter to 
offset efforts by “enemy agents” 
to stir up trouble among Africans.

We have today an example of 
what danger there is to be en- 
countered in overthinking at the 
bridge table. 


When South opened the bid with 
two no trump it should have been 
a very simple matter for his part- 
ner to sit up straight in his chair 
and contract for slam—preferably 
at no trump. The arithmetic is 
very simple. South has promised 
at least 22 high card points. 
North has 12, so that the com- 
bined assets must be at least 34 
points, ample for a slam. A di- 
rect bid of six no trump would 
have been a reasonable choice, 
but North decided to make a 
three club response which has 
nothing to gain on this hand. The 
opening bidder responded with 
three diamonds denying a four 
card major suit and North’s bid of 
three no trump is an indication 
that this relatively new gadget 
put him ill at ease. 


Observe that the best feature 
of his hand be ignored completely 
—never making an effort to show 
his very substantial five card 
heart suit. A response of three 
hearts is not accompanied by any 
risk. For any wundergame re- 
sponse to an opening bid of two 
no trump is forcing for at least 
one round. It just points to a 
moral, that the less artificial con- 
ventions are employed the better 
for all concerned. There was noth- 
ing artificial about this hand and 
for North to refuse to bid three 
hearts or six no trump is a griev- 
ous error. 


There. was nothing to the play 
of the three no trump contract. 
When the heart finesse succeeded, 
declarer disgustedly tabled his 
cards for all 13 tricks.

For Everyone to Share 


The acrimonious exchange between 
Carl Hodges, president-elect of the GEA, 
and Gov. Vandiver on the teacher-pay 
issue did little to restore a harmonious 
atmosphere in working for solution of the 
tough problems still facing educktion in 
this state. 

The governor maintains that he had 
intended to finance pay raises somehow 
in the same amount which was finally ap- 
proved by the General Assembly. At any 
rate, all who had a hand in it deserve 
some gratitude. And the governor most 
certainly rates thanks for his tough politi- 
cal decision to remove some of the un- 
certainties about the future of public 
education in Georgia. 

It behooves educators to lead public 
opinion, not divide it, on constructive 
programs for the schools. Federal aid to 
education is greatly important but should 
not be used as an excuse for not follow- 
ing through in working for basic reforms 
in school administration at home. 

The GEA should work vigorously, for 
instance, for more equitable local support 
through tax equalization and salary sup- 
plements. It should give wholehearted 
backing to improve the school program 
through consolidations, even across county 
lines. 

The outlook for Georgia teachers is 
improving with increased pensions, bet- 
ter salaries and proposed security pro- 
grams. Teachers in turn should give more 
attention to the basic structure of edu- 
cation.

Georgians indeed have cause to re- 
joice over recent economic developments 
in the state. But whether it marks “the 
beginning of a brand-new era of expan- 
sion” as predicted by Clifford Clarke, 
executive vice president of the Associated 
Industries of Georgia, will depend on a 
number of factors. 


Gov. Vandiver is in New York and 


Washington on a sales and good will mis- 
sion for the state. Today he addresses 
200 top executives at a luncheon in down- 
town New York and has a number of con- 
ferences scheduled with top business 
leaders.

Georgia’s new “forward look” indeed 
is encouraging. But without painstaking 
attacks on all our problems and applica- 
tion of common sense, the new era could 
be shortlived.

a lot of money and was. Sale of the cleared land to 


people like Holiday Inn will get back $15 million of it, making the 
net cost $25 million, still quite a bankroll. 


But $17 million of that $25 million comes from the federal gov- 
ernment, leaving the local government share at only $8 million, with 
the bulk of that going into schools, streets, sewers and parks to serve 


the expanding city. 


So any taxpayer who hasn't put pencil to paper yet and figured 
out what urban renewal means to his pocketbook is missing one of 
life’s little pleasures here in the tax season. 

And the real beauty is that he is getting something more than 
tax savings. He is building a better town and creating a better life 
for slum-dwellers while making a tax break for himself. This is what 
urban renewal is all about. This is why growth beats retreat as an 
economic policy. And because Atlanta citizens can see the rewards 
and surmount all the difficulties of detail and dislocation to achieve 


them, this city is going places.

Business Upturn 


To Bring Fight? 


WASHINGTON — As the third month of the 
Kennedy administration now opens, there opens 
also a political phase of singular delicacy and 


danced cx the vidanclah of Selott nanae'te Go MAla tae « Sitter 
springtime. Even the hardest of the expert hardheads here now are 
in fairly firm agreement that the recession has reached at least the 


beginning of the end. 


But if the business prospect is 
improving toward a point which 
might even be called good, the 
political problems for both the 
Democratic administration and its 
Republican opposition in Congress 
are made increasingly tricky by 
that very fact. 

President Kennedy took up from 
the moment of his inauguration a 
deliberately reserved — almost a 
somber — view of the future of the 
recession. This he did for two 
reasons. First of all, he thought 
it far wiser to err on the side 
of caution than on the side of 
hope 


In the second place, Mr. Ken- 
nedy realized that these early 
days of his tenure—the period of 
political honeymoon—would pro- 
vide him the best opportunity 
he ever would have to make cer- 
tain long-term reforms to improve 
the country’s long-run economic 
productivity. 

Every time the general business 
scene improves, however, he may 
expect more and more resistance 
in Congress to his long-run eco- 
nomic proposals. When times are 
good—or, at all events, getting 
better and approaching the good— 


Congress is strongly inclined to 
let things be. 

The big problem of the Re- 
publicans, for their part, is dif- 
ferent but no less subtle. Thus 
far they have followed mainly a 
policy of modified me-tooism. 
They have not offered general or 
basic resistance to the Kennedy 
anti-recession measures. When 
they have criticized or hung back, 
they have done so more as to de- 
tails than as to principles. 

They, too, however, are now 
feeling the warmth of the im- 
proving business climate. They, 
too, must now make vital de- 
cisions. Is it now time to begin to 
open up with something approach- 
ing all-out opposition to further 
Kennedy economic plans? Or 
would such a course endanger 
both the recovery movement it- 
self and the public’s regard for 
the soundness of Republican 
economic views? 

How much can they bet on the 
enduring strength of this re- 
covery? How far can they go 
toward a return to more orthodox 
economic policies of their own 
without running the risk of seem- 
ing altogether too little at home 
on the New Frontiers?

So Far Kennedy 


Is No Retormer 


WASHINGTON—It is too soon to conclude & 
that the Kennedy administration will continue 
to be as moderate and as traditional as it is to- 
but on the basis of the President’s words and deeds thus far, 


day, 


it is accurate to report that the Kennedy administration is less 
reformist than FDR, less partisan—but not less politicalk—than Harry 
Truman, and in degree somewhat less conservative than Dwight D. 


LFisenhower. 

Obviously the end result may 
greatly diverge from this descrip- 
tion. Unforeseeable events could 
alter its course. But the hallmark 
of the Kennedy presidency after 
several weeks in office is one of 
caution and prudence. It is pro 
posing no radical experimenting 
with the economy as did FDR. 
It is not petty or petulant in small 
things as HST (who, however, was 
magnificent in the great deci- 
sions). The Kennedy administra- 
tion is not tampering with the 
main lines of foreign policy pur- 
sued by President Eisenhower. 

It is clear that Kennedy wants a 
better and more productive Amer- 
ica in public services and in the 
private economy, but he is no 
passionate, doctrinaire reformer 
intent upon making over the 
United States. 

There is nothing radically ex- 
perimental or untraditional in the 
Kennedy program. Extension of 
insurance pay- 
ments follows the Eisenhower 
precedent of the 1959 recession. 
Federal aid to education has been 
supported by both parties since 
Sen. Robert Taft introduced his 
bill in 1948. Aid to depressed 
areas and medical assistance to 
the aged were debated in the 
Kennedy-Nixon campaign only on 
grounds of method. 


I am not suggesting that Mr. 
Kennedy’s measures are always 
the best or only way of reaching 
his goals. What I am suggesting 
is that both in method and in ob- 
jective the Kennedy administra- 
tion is acting within the frame- 
work of national policy and tradi- 
tion as, developed in America 
since the depression of the thir- 
ties. 

This is why it is inaccurate to 
describe Kennedy as either a so- 
cial experimenter or a doctrinaire 
reformer. Even in dealing with 
the recession the Kennedy ad- 
ministration is not significantly 
diverging in principle from Ei- 
senhower’s approach in 1958. The 
difference is largely one of diag- 
nosis, not remedy. Kennedy and 
his advisers diagnose the reces- 
sion to be more acute, more seri- 
ous than did Eisenhower and his 
advisers. 

Kennedy’s more pessimistic 
estimate may prove to be right. 
If Eisenhower had diagnosed the 
business outlook the same way, 
his measures would have probably 
been similar to Kennedy's. This 
is why a Republican like Douglas 
Dillon, who was the Eisenhower

The paper criticizes J. Edgar 
Hoover, the FBI chief, for sup- 
porting capital punishment by 
dismissing its opponents as 
protected people who are un- 
aware of the horrors perpetrated 
by criminals. It complains that 
“with the aura of authority 
which surrounds such a public 
figure, his unsupported asser- 
tion is devastating against a 
more enlightened penology, and 
in the eyes of politically minded 
legislators outweighs al the 
careful statistical studies that 
have been made of the ques- 
tion. The only compelling argu- 
ment in rebuttal is an aroused 
and enlightened public.” 

Legislation, it admits, isn’t 
easy to bring about since it is 
“a field for specialists, not 
zealous amateurs.’’ To influ- 
ence legislation requires ‘‘know!- 
edge, patience. and skill’’ and 
the process is an occupation 
‘in which zeal is a very inade- 
quate substitute for compe- 
tence.”” Once adopted, legisia- 
tion has to be supported by a 
stable, substantial and informed 
body. of the public—and that’s 
what the church conceived to be 
its assignment, informing that 
public. 

The paper concludes: ‘‘To agi- 
tate against the evil of. capital 
punishment is part of the mis- 
sion of the Church. The question 
of the death penalty is becom- 
ing more prominent in public 
life. The Christian cannot be in- 
different to the issue. There are 
practical ways to organize our 
own feelings upon the question 
and to express our convictions 
significantly in places where 
public policy is determined and 
laws are enacted.”

The City of Villa Rica has been ordered to pay off 


more than $65,000 in two gas explosion damage suits, 
but the mayor said Monday the city doesn’t have “any 


surplus money.” 


An attorney for one of the win- 
ning claimants said he'll go to 
court, if necessary, and ask that 
Villa Rica be forced to institute 
a special tax levy to pay off the 
judgments. 


Officials of U.S. District Court 
here said final judgments have 
been entered in favor of Mrs. 
Marie Couch and Mrs. Eva 
Broom, two Villa Rica women 
with relatives killed in the Dec. 
S, 1957, gas explosion which took 
a total of 12 lives at Villa Rica. 


SON, HUSBAND KILLED 


Mrs. Couch, whose 13-year-old 
son died in the blast, was awarded 
a base judgment of $27,500. Mrs. 
Broom, whose husband was killed, 
was given a principal award of 
$37,440. 


Seven per cent interest on both 
amounts and court costs will push 
the total amounts due both claim- 
ants past the $65,000 mark. 


Carrollton attorney Oscar Rob- 
erts, representing Mrs. Broom, 
and Summerville attorney Bobby 
Lee Cook, representing Mrs. 
Couch, both said they will demand 
shortly that Villa Rica city of- 
reaps pay off the judgments in 


“Tt’s news to me,” said Villa 
Rica Mayor Paul Camp. “You 
know, small towns like this never 
have much (money) to do any- 
thing with.” 

“We have no surplus monies on 


hand, other than that to meet our 
regular governmental services,” 
Camp said. 


MANDAMUS THREATENED 


The mayor referred all other 
questions to Villa Rica’s city at- 
torney, Shirley Boykin of Car- 
roliton. 


Asked how he would propose 
that the City of Villa Rica pay off 
the claims, which have become 
final by court order, Boykin re- 
torted: 


“That’s between me and the 
Ctiy of Villa Rica. I won't give 
you any information at all.” 


Attorney Cook said he will de- 
mand that his client’s award be 
paid in full. 


“We'll mandamus the city of- 
ficials to have a tax levy as pro- 
vided by law in order to pay this 
judgment if it becomes neces- 
sary,”” Cook said. 

Mayor Camp said the matter 
likely would be considered at the 
next meeting of Villa Rica’s city 
council, scheduled for ‘“‘the first 
Tuesday in April.”

Rail Rates

Slight increases have been 
granted in intrastate bus fares 
and in railroad freight rates, the 
Georgia Public Service Commis- 
sion announced Monday. 

The bus rate increase applies 
to one-way fares and does not 
change present commuter rates. 
It raises fares on one-way trips 
from 2,625 cents per mile to 2.75 
cents per mile, or 12.5 cents per 
100 miles—a little less than half 
the increase sought. 


The increase in railroad freight 
rates allows rail carriers operat- 
ing intrastate within Georgia to 
raise their rates in the same 
amount their interstate rates and 
charges were increased by the 
Interstate Commerce Commis- 
sion on Oct. 24, 1960, with some 
exceptions. 

David O. Benson, director of 
the PSC transportation division, 
said the railroad increase al- 
lowed by the ICC averaged about 
1.57 per cent. The increase al- 
lowed by the PSC is expected to 
increase railroad revenues about 
$700,000, he said. 


The higher bus rates will re- 


turn approximately $119,787 in 
added revenue annually. 


In granting the higher bus 
rates, the PSC said the  sec- 
ond “is convincing that the 
bus lines of the state are entitled 
to additional revenues.”’ 

The railroad rate increases, 
which had been under considera- 
tion since last Dec. 15, specifically 
exempted some rates allowed by 
the ICC. 

The PSC exempted transit 
charges, terminal switching 
charges, line-haul rates on car- 
loads of fertilizer, scrap iron, 
clay or shale, marble, or cotton- 
seed; and line-haul rates on sand, 
gravel and crushed stone moving 
between Atlanta and Lithonia, 
Stockbridge and Tyrone.

Old Gen. George Mathews lit 
out for Washington with his Irish 
dander flying in the -summer 
of 1812. 


President Madison's administra- 
tion had stopped the 72-year-old 
ex-governor of Georgia in his mili- 
tary campaign to take the Span- 


ish Florida capital of St. Augus-! 


tine just short of success, and the 
old general was infuriated. 


He reportedly had said he’d ‘‘be 
damned if he didn't blow them all 
up” in Washington, and the Capi- 
tol city knew that Mathews in a 
rage was no man to trifle with. 


THREATENED PRESIDENT 


‘In 1798, he had threatened to 
thrash President Adams and 
stormed his way into the Presi- 
dent’s home after Adams had 
withdrawn Mathews’ nomination 
for the governorship of the Mis- 
sissippi Territory. 


The short, stocky Irishman 
must have been a rare sight, 
dressed in his three-cornered hat, 
flair-topped boots and knee 
britches with his beloved Revolu- 
tionary War sword dangling at 
his side. 

**Sar,”” he informed the Presi- 
dent in his Irish brogue after his 
abrupt entrance, “if you did not 
know me, you should not have 
nominated me to so important an 
office. If you had known me, you 
would not have taken the nomina- 
tion back. 


QUICK DOUBLE-TAKE 


*“Now, sar, unless you can Satis- 
fy me, your station as president 


of these United States shall not: 


screen you from my vangance.” 


Adams realized that Mathews 
was not a man easily placated. 
But he could not put through his 
nomination. after learning that 
Mathews had practically been run 
out of Georgia after he signed the 
infamous Yazoo Act as governor. 


So the President did a quick 
double-take and asked Mathews 
for the addresses of his sons, 
John and George. Adams _ ex- 
plained that he really wanted to 
appoint John the commissioner of 
revenue in Georgia and George 
the chief justice of Mississippi. 
SECRET MISSION 


That seemed to have pleased 
the general, and the two parted 
good friends. 


President Madison could only 
hope to get by as lightly. He had 
hired Mathews in the fall of 1810 
to go to Florida and gave the gen- 
eral vague and elastic powers to 
take advantage of any opportunity 


to direct Florida toward the 
United States. 
Mathews’ first assignment un- 


der a secret act of Congress was 
to confer with the Spanish execu- 
tive in West Florida, Vincent 
Folch, on the possibility of deliv- 
ering that province to the United 
States. 


When Mathews was in Wash- 
ington that fall, he knew the gov- 
ernment was in an expansionist 
mood. After the Louisiana Pur- 
chase, most eyes—including those 
of ex-President Thomas Jefferson 
and President Adams—were on 
the annexation of Florida. 

The general’s conferences in 
Mobile with Folch failed, 


previous conditional! offer to turn 
over the province to the United 
States. But in the general's re 
port on the failure were the words 
that foreshadowed the Monroe 
doctrine. 


“The governor (Folch) agreed 
with the general as to the unity 
of interests,” his report said. 
‘That it was the joint interest of 
the United States and the Spanish 
provinces to prevent any Euro- 
pean nation from obtaining a foot- 
ing in the new world.”

He went 1o St. Marys and engi- 
neered a mock rebellion among 
former Georgians living south of 
the river. On the rebellion’s suc- 
cess, he declared the Republic of 
East Florida. And then, with the 
aid of the U.S. Fleet, he seized

Fernandina on Amelia Island and 
marched on to capture St. 
Augustine. 


Washington appeared stunned 
at the general’s actions. Although 
it had maintained silence during 
the rebellion, it now indicated that 
Mathews’ work was more vigor- 
ous than it had intended. 


Its mere silence had led Math- 
ews to believe he was taking the 
right course, and he had prece- 
dence for that course. In 1810, the 
people of Baton Rouge had re- 
volted against Spanish authorities 
in West Florida. With the encour- 
agement from President Madison 


‘and the connivance of the Ameri- 


can government, they had de- 
clared themselves an independ- 
ent state. 


WAR WITH BRITAIN 


But America was now at war 
with Great Britain. It could not 
provoke Spain into joining her en- 
emy. So President Madison called 
the Mathews’ mission a ‘“‘tragic- 
comedy” and Secretary of State 
James Monroe recalled him. 


When word of _ the 
reached Sen. William H. Craw- 
ford, who had recommended 
Mathews for the Florida assign- 
ment, the Georgia senator wrote 
a friend, “Poor old Mathews, I 
am afraid he will die of mortifi- 
cation and resentment.” 


rebuke 


Crawford was right. En route 
to Washington, Mathews fell ill of 
a fever at Augusta and died there 
on Aug. 30, 1812—his 78rd birth- 
day. 


Thus ended one of Georgia’s 
most stormy careers. The old 
general had not planned it that 
way. 


As a colonel of the Third Vir- 
ginia Regiment, he was probably 
dreaming of a peaceful, agrarian 
life when during the Revolution 
the regiment was marching along 
Georgia’s Broad River and he 
spotted the acreage known as 
Goose Pond. He had fought the 
Indians back in Virginia, where 
he was born on Aug. 30, 1739. His 
terrific. fighting at Brandywine in 
the Revolution had made him a 
hero. He was wounded severely 
at Germantown and held prisoner 
on a British ship in New York. 


As soon as he quit service in 
1784, he moved his family to 
Goose Pond. He lived in a one- 
room cabin where he and his wife 
slept. Their two girls slept up- 
stairs in a garret, and the four 
boys occupied another log cabin 
in the yard. 


WAS FINANCTER 


This was the family arrange- 
ment the Mathews family always 
maintained despite the fact that 
the general proved a successful 
financier and good manager who 
added many acres to his original 
purchase. 


“Trade with him and he was 
found to be one of the shrewdest 
men,” says Historian R, J. Mas- 
sey. ‘He was never known to 
make a mistake in an _ invest- 
ment.” 


Georgians got along famously 
with their war hero on Goose 
Pond. Even though many thought 
he was a big puff of wind until 
they really knew him, it was 
quite evident that the newcomer 
knew no such thing as fear at the

one superior. That was Gen. Wash- 
ington. 


The Georgians quickly made 
him a brigadier general in charge 
of the state militia to help handle 
the unruly Creek Indians. In 1786 
he was named governor by the 
Legislature before he had ful- 
filled residence requirements. 


As governor, he was immedi- 
ately faced with the Indian-Oco- 
nee war question andthe 
rampant land speculation of the 
whit2s. He called a special ses- 
sion of the Legislature to deal 
with the Creek Indians. That Leg- 
islature immediately put the 
blame for the Indian uprisings on 
the U.S. Congress. 


On the land speculation prob- 
lem, he merely feathered his own 
political nest by signing land 
grants for almost any amount de- 
spite the legal limit of 1,000-acre

The people sent him to the first 
Congress (‘which the unlettered 
Mathews is said to have spelled 
with a K). There history recorded 
him for his elephantine memory. 
Two weeks after a document was 
lost in the House, Mathews quoted 
it almost verbatim, and the con- 
gressmen accepted his version as 
genuine, 


Back in Georgia, he was elected 
again to the governorship. The 
Yazoo land scheme was rampant, 
and the governor vetoed the

measure when it first came up in 
1794. But the pressure was ap- 
plied to him the next year and 
Georgians realized their strong 
and fearless war hero was weak 
in understanding and character. 


They knew well Mathews op- 
posed the Act in his heart and 
was not bribed to sign it. 


“He had not the moral strength 
to stand by his convictions,” says 
Historian Harris Chappell. ‘‘He 
was overawed by the great num- 
ber of prominent and influential 
people in the state who were 
strongly in favor of the act.” 


So great was the rath of right- 
eous Georgians that the Governor 
was forced to leave the state, 
never to return except for short 
intervals.

A Texas Boy Runs Away — to School

BEST BETS — The networks 
have done it again; two of the 
best programs of the year over- 
lap in part. First up is the last 
Show of the Month, which bows 
out with its first original tele- 
play. 

It’s a typical Horton Foote 
tale, set in that playwright’s 
favorite fictional locale, Texas. 
“The Night of the Storm” is 
the story of a boy torn between 
love for his mother and a desire 
to better himself. 


The parents are separated; 
her sister (Jo Van Fleet) run 
a boarding house. Times are 
bad, boarders are leaving, so 
the boy is first sent to work 
and then told that the family 
must leave and go to Houston 
where they can all find jobs. 
He runs away—he wants to 
continue his schooling near his 
father. 


Foote says this isn’t based on 
a specific case but on generali- 
ties which were prevalent in the 
Texas of 1890, when it was com- 
mon for boys to be put to work 
to help the families financially. 
A fine cast helps with this es- 
sentially sad, but nonetheless 
optimistic, play.

Overlapping the Foote drama 
for the final 60 minutes will be 
David Brinkley’s Our Man in 
Hong Kong, a perfect example 
of what TV news report should 
be. 


This show, wonderful in color 
if your set is so equipped, is a 
camera essay that utilizes the 
natural sights and sounds of a 
city in a marvelous manner. 
Brinkley’s narration never in- 
trudes but rather informs and 
enlightens with some marvelous 
flashes of wit. 


The show begins with Hong 
Kong awakening.

Dear Dr. Molner: The end of 
my tongue burns, and also my 
mouth. My doctor gave me a 
shot and medicine. They didn’t 
help. I went to another doctor 
and he gave me some medicine 
but it doesn’t seem to help. I 
am worried.—Mrs. E. W. 


Common causes of burning 
tongue are lack of sufficient vita- 
min B and lack of sufficient acid 
in the stomach. A less frequent 
one is pernicious anemia (which 
is treated by proper vitamin dos- 
es.) Still others are sensitivities 
to some foods or to tooth paste or 
mouth wash. 


I wouldn't want a patient to 
come to me and demand that I 
figure out, on the first look, which 
cause was guilty. Possibly nine 


‘times in 10 I could be right the 
first time—but I’m sure that at 
least one time in 10 my first 
diagnosis would not be right and 
I'd have to discard it and try the 
next one. 


In short, I hope you soon find 
the answer to your problem, but 
I am distressed that you won't 
follow the advice I keep repeat- 
ing: Don’t insist on a doctor, 
however skilled, being absolutely 
correct on the first try. Don’t go 
bouncing from doctor to doctor 
in such a hurry. Stick to one. 
Give him a chance to test this 
and that.

‘More than 1,000 “emergency” 
teaching certificates—under which 
technically unqualified teachers 
may instruct in Georgia schools 
for limited periods—have been 
issued by the State Department 

aueation. : 


Ted Owens, director of certifi- 
cation, said Monday most of the 
“emergency.” certificates were is- 
sued to former teachers who are 
returning to jobs in Georgia 


schools. 


The scarcity of qualified teach- 
ers in some Georgia conimunities 
has forced superintendents to go 
out and get people who are former 
teachers and bring them back 
into teaching jobs, Owens ex- 
plained. 


TRAINING REQUIRED 


-Persons with.less than four 
years of college training can use 
such certificates for only one 
year. Persons with four years or 
more can get two such certifi- 
cates, Owens said. 


One of the main jobs facing the 
certification division, Owens said, 
is advising teachers using such 
certificates what requirements 
they must meet to be taken off 
emergency status. 


Owens said there may be more 
such certificates than usual be- 
cause of a regulation put into ef- 
fect last September under which 
no certificates are issued to be- 
ginning teachers with less than 
four years of college training and 
a teaching field. 


CERTIFICATES ELAPSE 


The emergency certificates are 
issued to teachers who once held 
valid certificates, but have al- 
lowed them to lapse for one or 
more reasons. 


Meanwhile, certification _re- 
quirements have been increased 
for “leadership certificates’’ avail- 
able to superintendents, princi- 
pals, curriculum directors, visit- 
ing teachers and schdol counsel- 
ors, effective July 1. 


Result of changes will be bet- 
ter qualified personnel, Owens 
said. 


Under the new program, the 
base salary for persons qualifying 
under it will be based on the type 
of leadership certificate held 
rather than on the teaching cer- 
tificate held, Owens said.
